Sukse HAZARDOUS MATERIAL DISPOSAL INSPECTION

1. The survey of 2d Medical Battalion's new Motor Transport facility revealed
that there are numerous discrepancies in the hazardous waste program. Listed
below are the survey findings and recommendations:

a. 1. Findings. There is no documentation that the facility is complying
with BO 11090.1B (Hazardous Substances Contingency Plan) and BO 6240.4A, i.e.
no training or weekly inspection records.

a. 2. Recommendation. Establish a formal hazardous waste management pro-
gram. While the "Motor Transport" facility is a small generator, EPA require-
ments must still be met. The "Hazardous Waste" binder provided by MCB, NREAD
should be used as a guide. Questions regarding specific problems should be
addressed to Major Bancroft, 2d FSSG, HMDC.

b. 1. Findings. The "battery acid" barrel located on the wash rack was
not properly labelled and EPA Hazardous Waste label missing. There was also
evidence of an acid spill around the barrel posing a corrosion problem to
adjacent gas cylinders.

b. 2. Recommendations. Label the barrel properly. Post the hazardous
material spill sign as required in BO 11090.1B. Since battery handlers run the
risk of splashing acid during routine handling Motor Transport may consider
moving the acid barrel into the battery room where an eyewash/shower are
readily available.

Note: Move compressed gas cylinders from immediate battery area.

c. 1. Finding. - Diesel fuel left qver from field exercises is stored in
dented uncapped, and unlabelled drums.

c. 2. Recommendations. Contact MCB, Fire Department. The department can
use "impure'™ (water contaminated) fuel for training exercises. Another choice
is to contact 8th Eng Supt BN to see if they will separate out the water from
the diesel fuel. Bulk fuel detachment also purifies diesel fuel for additional
use.

d. 1. Finding. No immediate action on contingency plan has been given to
solvent disposal, i.e. degreaser solvent, PD 680.

d. 2. Recommendations. Incorporate solvent disposal in your Hazardous
Waste Program. Consideration should be given to obtaining a Safety Kleen con-
tract whereby you are absolved of storing and disposing of the solvent.

Note: An eyewash that meets ANSI Z358.1 - 1981 requirements should be located
in close proximity to the degreaser.
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Subj: HAZARDOUS MATERIAL DISPOSAL INSPECTION

f. 1. Finding. Motor Transport personnel did not appear to know what
products could be disposed of in the waste o0il system.

f. 2. Recommendations. Label the disposal area appropriately. All hands
should receive documented formal training on oil and o0il product disposal.

g. 1. Findings. The "flammable storage' paint locker is not painted
yellow and labelled properly. Interior housekeeping was poor - no segregation
of products by type.

g. 2. Recommendations. Paint the locker yellow if it is going to be the
permanent storage area. A warning sign '"No Smoking within 50 Feet" should be
prominently posted. Segregate products by type, i.e. paints, lube oils, etc.

2. From this initial hazardous waste inspection the products of concern at the
Motor Transport Facility are: battery acid, oil and oily products, antifreeze,
solvents, and lithium batteries (located in the Communications Shop).

3. Background. 2d Medical Battalion generates Hazardous Waste/
Hazardous Material at one location, FC-263 Motor Transport facility.
Both federal and state laws dictate procedures for storage of Haz-
ardous Waste/Hazardous Materials and the disposal of Hazardous
Waste. These requirements along with local Marine Corps Base orders
govern the handling of Hazardous Waste/Hazardous Materials which
require careful and strict compliance.
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4. Action. Overall responsibility for the Hazardous Material/
Hazardous Waste management program rest with the Battalion Command-
er. Battalion Staff and Subordinate Commander responsibilities are
identified as follows: "

a. Hazardous Material/Waste Disposal Officer.
(1) Designated in writing by Battalion Commanding Officer.

(2) Coordinate the Hazardous Material/Hazardous Waste
Program in accordance with references (a) through (¢), and this
Order.
